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Professionalism.The cure to the major problem of the A-league: the continuing exodus of 
our best players overseas. Currently there are over 100 Australian players making a living 
from playing the game they love throughout Europe,Asia and South America. At the 1995 
Australian Soccer Summit, incoming Soccer Australia boss David Hill presented a 24-point masterplan, which included that 
“sionificant increases in full time professional opportunities for Australian footballers need to be introduced”. And in 1997 a 
five year plan was endorsed by Soccer Australia - proposing that all A-league clubs become fully professional by 2002. 


Enter the Carlton Soccer Club. On the 9th of March 1996, the day that Perth Glory were confirmed to be competing in the 
1996/97 Ericsson Cup, Hill also announced that Carlton were to be accepted into the 1997/98 season. Carlton promised a 
fresh approach - full time players and a full time coach to supplement a professional administration team. 


In January 1997 Eddie Krncevic was appointed senior coach of the Blues. His manifesto was to introduce an exciting and 
fresh style of play. On day one Krncevic stated “I have set goals of the highest standard for the club and all players coming to 
Carlton will be in a professional environment never seen before in Australian soccer”. 


Krncevic was the first player in the modern era to enjoy a long and successful career overseas after learning his trade in 
Australia.After shining in the Victorian state league, he was bought up by Marconi in 1979 for $9,000. In turn he was the rev- 
elation of the 1979 national league season, and within two years jetted off to Croatian club Dinamo Zagreb for a reported 
$50,000. By 1986, Belgian club Anderlecht forked out $700,000 for the player. His years at Anderlecht was the pinnacle of his 
playing career, and was topped off by becoming the Belgian league’s top scorer of the 1988/89 season. In 1989 Krncevic 
was sold to French club Mulhouse for $2.26 million. His overseas career also included stints with other Belgian clubs FC 
Liege, Aalst and Charleroi, and Germany’s Duisberg. Krncevic returned to his homeland in 1996, ended his playing career at 
Gippsland Falcons. 


Carlton’s advance publicity statement “its a whole new ball game” meant exactly what it said. Whilst several A-league clubs 
have been promising professionalism for years, Carlton have done it that way from day one. Image consultants, daily weigh- 
ings and possible fines for the players for being unshaven display Carlton’s intentions off the field And armed with a cheque- 
book all other clubs can only fantasise about, the Blues have been able to sign up a quality inaugural squad - who have been 
able to train full time since the middle of 1997. From the beginning, the pressure of success has been set very high. 


1997 pre-season publicity reached a climax with the announcement that Italian dairy group Parmalat were to pump a spon- 
sorship of $1 million into the club. Parmalat are renowned for their investment with major clubs around the globe, including 
Italian giants Parma, Uruguayan glamour team Penarol and Universitad Catolica of Chile. 


Another unique and highly regarded aspect of Carlton Soccer Club is the adoption of an official ‘feeder club’ system. Prior to 
their first game in the Ericsson Cup, Carlton had adopted eight metropolitan Melbourne soccer clubs plus the Albury 
Wodonga Soccer Association on the NSW-Victorian border. These ciubs were all required to meet stringent selection criteria. 


After four years in the making, Carlton successfully launched its Ericsson Cup career on the 4th of October 1997 with a 2-1 
victory overt Perth Glory. 


But the club does not hide the fact that their ultimate ambition is not the Ericsson Cup. Confederation neighbours Asia, with 
their booming economies and gigantic population base, represents a stage many times bigger than Australia. It is a very entic- 
ing stage for Carlton. The possibility of regular competition against Asian teams in some form of Oceania/Asian/Pacific club 
tournament is becoming more realistic every year. Hyper-inflationary player endorsements and television rights seen in the 
other Australian football codes recently could be a mere pittance to what Australian soccer has too offer in the near future. 
Carlton aim to show the way - and in the meantime this baby club has set a standard that has left most other Ericsson Cup 
clubs lagging behind already.

The first ever Carlton campaign commenced on a beautiful Melbourne October day against second season COLOUR 
‘veterans’ Perth Glory in front of a disappointing crowd of 3500. Carlton ran out winners two goals to one. F 1GK. LIA 
Scorers for Carlton in that match were David Cervinksi with a header, and one from the dangerous Daniel : 

Allsopp GLE 
Sean Douglas is a neat New Zealand defender. Good in the air and fast, with a firm tackle. Others to catch 7 MA 


the eye on the day were Robert Trajkovksi, playing right flank. He’s very fast, a good crosser and favours 
defence over attack. Daniel Allsopp is a strong competitor and always gets involved were the action is. 


In their second outing Carlton 1‘drew with Sydney United 1, again at Optus Oval. Lubomir Lapsansky pot- 
ted the only Carlton goal of the match. 


With two matches under his belt dapper Carlton coach Eddie Kracevie would have used this experience to 
start fine tuning his charges. You need look no further than the next two rounds to see evidence of that. 
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Down at Seiffert Oval Cariton maintained their winning streak by thumping Canberra Cosmos 3 - 1. Goals 


went to Con Anthopoulos, Lapsansky, and Allsopp. 10. TRC
